After it had been definitely decided that a group of St. Paul’s congregation would branch off to 
form our congregation, a committee composed of Mr. Henry Brandt, Sr., Mr. William Kaiser, Sr., Mr. 
Henry Kiel, and Mr. William Claffey, was appointed to select a suitable location for our church. 
Several locations were considered, but none could be decided upon. 


When he heard that the property on the corner of Laurel and Orange streets might be for sale, 
Mr. Brandt stopped in to talk to the owner. This man owned the corner lot and the lot on which 
our parsonage now stands. Mr. Brandt did not mention that he was interested in this property for a 


church location, but in the 
course of the conversation the 
owner stated that he would 
like to sell his property and 
move to a different locality. 
Mr. Brandt immediately took 
an option on these two prop- 
erties. That same evening the 
committee was called together 
and Mr. Brandt told the mem- 
bers that they could buy these 
properties from him for a 
church location if they so de- 
sired. The committees agreed 
to this location and then in- 
structed Mr. William Kaiser to 
purchase that property be- 
tween the two which Mr, 
Brandt had purchased. This 
was done and Emmaus now 
had her church location. 


On February 16, 1904, a 
building committee, whose 
members were Mr. Henry 
Brandt, Sr., Mr. Henry Kiel, 
Mr. William F. Laut, Mr. Fred 
Behrent and Mr. George 
Woempner, let the contract for 
our church building for $17,- 
700.00. On May 29, 1904 Pas- 
tor Schurdel laid the corner- 
stone. The church edifice was 
completed in late fall of 1904. 
After a brief farewell service 
on December 11, 1904, the 
members marched from St. 
Paul's church to the new 
church, where Pastor Schurdel 
performed the dedication cere-

EMMAUS LUTHERAN SCHOOL 


Erected 1904 


Our school was constructed in 1904 by Mr. Henry Kiel and his son at a cost of $5,265.00. As orig- 
inally constructed it contained only two classrooms. In 1906, enlarged enrollment made necessary 
the addition of a third classroom and a hall. In 1929, the school was extensively remodeled and im- 
proved at a cost of $15,000.00. In 1949, our hall was converted into the fourth classroom. In the near 
future, our congregation is planning to add a new hall, a dining room, and a kindergarten room. 


Emmaus Lutheran School has the distinction of having formed the first Alumni Association in our 
Synod. It was organized June 30, 1930. At present the association has approximately 450 members, 
about 125 of these are active. The officers of the organization must always be members of our con- 
gregation. The current officers are Don Rothkopf, Chairman; Henry Brandt, Jr., Vice Chairman; Mrs. 
Carl Specker, Secretary; Mrs. Henry Brandt, Jr., Treasurer; Wm. Zimmerman, Jr., Publicity Chairman.

“Emmaus Evangelical Lutheran Church U.A.C. of Indianapolis, Indiana,” organized on April 
30 by members of eastern district of St. Paul's Lutheran Church. The Rev. Theodore Schurdel, 
assistant pastor of St. Paul's, accepted unanimous call as pastor. Property on northwest cor- 
ner of Laurel and Orange Streets purchased as location for Emmaus Church, school, and 


parsonage. During construction period, members continued to worship at St. Paul's. 


Emmaus Church construction completed at contract price of $13,700; the school, at cost of 
$5,265. Many donations and gifts of furniture and other articles received from members of 
Emmaus and St. Paul's. St. Paul’s congregation gave us $17,000 in cash. Church corner- 
stone laid May 29 by Pastor Schurdel. H. F. Klinger and H. F. Damaske installed as teach- 
ers. School opened on September 5 with enrollment of 153. Church dedicated on December 


11. Emmaus received into membership by the Central District of Missouri Synod.
